Officer Rodriguez made contact with the 
victim/store clerk. The victim advised she was arranging products in the drive thru when two male subjects entered the 
business with hooded sweaters, gloves, and with the lower part of their faces covered. The victim advised the short 
male was brandishing a black stun gun and the tall male brandished, a silver over black, hand gun. The victim said the 
short male pointed the stun gun towards her as he forced her into the business office. The victim advised the males tied 
her hands behind her back with zip ties. Victim further stated the males emptied the cash register that contained an 
undetermined amount of money and then ransacked the office taking cash plus other various store products. The victim 
advised the male that had the handgun also forcefully removed a gold chain from her neck. The victim advised the 
males then left the business and shortly after a male and fejnale arrived and assisted in her aid. The police was called at

Officer Tellez documented that the witnesses observed two males running north from the location while dropping 
items as they ran, The witnesses advised they saw two males run towards a dark colored Chevrolet Malibu with TX 
LP’s, 4HMK - The males looked suspicious as they ran from the store with their faces covered with rags and they 
fled in their vehicle with their lights off. They followed the vehicle until they obtained the license plates and returned to 


the store.
